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Executive  Summary 


63%  of  Massachusetts'   351  communities  —  221  municipalities 
in  all  —  have  attempted  at  least  one  of  the  three  referenda 
questions . 

174  communities  —  50%  of  the  state's  communities  —  have 
passed  at  least  one  of  these  questions. 

Use  of  all  of  these  questions  has  been  increasing,  as  more 
communities  are  attempting  and  passing  referenda  question  votes. 
However,   it  appears  that  some  types  of  communities  are  more  likely 
than  others  to  attempt  and  pass  referenda. 


I.  OVERRIDES 

•  91  communities  —  26%  of  the  state's  municipalities  —  have 
passed  at  least  one  override  vote. 

•  544  override  votes  have  been  taken  by  149  communities  — 
42%  of  the  state's  municipalities. 

•  From  FY83  through  FY89,   the  overall  passage  rate  for 
overrides  averaged  46%.     From  FY83  through  FY88,   the  passage  rate 
for  overrides  averaged  40%.     For  FY89  to  date,   the  passage  rate 
averaged  65%. 

•  A  total  of  $36.2  million  has  been  added  to  the  statewide 
levy  limit  through  overrides  —  representing  less  than  1%  of  the 
statewide  levy  limit.     $23.3  million  in  overrides  were  added  in 
FY89  alone. 

•  Only  one  city,  Northampton,  has  attempted  an  override, 
which  passed  in  1988. 


II .     DEBT  EXCLUSIONS 

•  150  communities  —  43%  of  the  state's  municipalities  — 
have  passed  at  least  one  debt  exclusion  vote. 

•  800  debt  exclusion  votes  have  been  taken  by  180  communities 
—  51%  of  the  state's  municipalities. 

o  For  debt  exclusions,  the  passage  rate  averages  75%. 

•  A  total  of  $158.5  million  in  debt  has  been  excluded  from 
levy  limits  by  communities. 

•  Three  cities  have  attempted  debt  exclusion  votes;  none  of 
these  votes  passed. 
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III.   CAPITAL  OUTLAY  EXPENDITURE  EXCLUSIONS 


•  20  communities  —  6%  of  the  state's  municipalities  —  have 
passed  at  least  one  capital  outlay  expenditure  exclusion  vote. 

•  For  capital  outlay  expenditure  exclusions,  the  passage  rate 
averages  72%. 

•  144  capital  outlay  expenditure  exclusion  votes  have  been 
taken  by  23  communities  —  7%  of  the  state's  municipalities. 

•  A  total  of  $5.9  Billion  in  capital  project  costs  have  been 
excluded  from  levy  limits  by  communities. 

•  No  cities  have  attempted  capital  outlay  expenditure 
exclusions . 


IV.      COMMUNITY  CHARACTERISTICS 

•  The  smaller  a  community  in  population  size,   the  more  likely 
it  is  to  attempt  and  pass  votes. 

•  Towns  in  higher  income  groups,  measured  by  per  capita 
income,   are  more  likely  to  attempt  exclusions. 

•  Towns  with  relatively  high  property  wealth,  measured  by 
Equalized  Valuation  per  Capita,  are  more  likely  to  attempt  and 
pass  referenda. 

•  Communities  with  larger  elderly  populations  seem  to  use 
exclusion  questions  less. 

Community  types  differ  widely  in  their  use  of  overrides. 
Using  the  Department  of  Education's  Kind  of  Community 
Classification,  we  find: 

•  A  high  percentage  of  resort/retirement/artistic 
communities,   residential  suburbs,  and  small  rural  communities  have 
attempted  and  passed  overrides.     Half  of  growth  communities  have 
attempted  and  passed  overrides.     Economically  developed  suburbs 
and  rural  economic  centers  have  attempted  far  fewer  overrides. 
Only  2  urbanized  centers  have  attempted  overrides. 

•  Urbanized  centers  attempted  and  passed  the  fewest 
exclusions,  and  resort/retirement/artistic  communities  attempted 
and  passed  the  highest  percentages.     Over  70%  of  both  growth 
communities  and  residential  suburbs  attempted  exclusions,  with 
high  success  rates. 
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Introduction 


Enacted  in  1980,  Proposition  2  1/2  fundamentally  changed  the 
municipal  fiscal  landscape  in  Massachusetts,  while  also 
introducing  a  new  municipal  finance  vocabulary  to  the 
Commonwealth's  communities. 

Proposition  2  1/2  places  two  constraints  on  the  amount  of  the 
levy  —  the  real  and  personal  property  taxes  —  that  can  be  raised 
by  a  community  and  on  how  much  the  levy  can  be  increased  from  year 
to  year  by  a  community. 

A  community  cannot  levy  more  than  2.5%  of  the  total  full  and 
fair  cash  value  of  all  the  taxable  real  and  personal  property  in 
the  community.     A  community's  levy  is  also  constrained  in  that  it 
can  only  increase  by  a  certain  amount  from  year  to  year.  The 
maximum  amount  a  community  can  levy  in  a  given  year  is  the  levy 
limit.     A  community's  levy  limit  increases  from  year  to  year  by  an 
automatic  2.5%  and  by  a  figure  that  reflects  qualified  growth  in 
the  property  tax  base. 

In  addition,  Proposition  2  1/2  provides  for  three  voter 
approved  levy  capacity  increases:  overrides,  debt  exclusions,  and 
capital  outlay  expenditure  exclusions. 

The  referenda  questions  operate  as  follows: 

•  An  override  enables  a  community  permanently  to  increase  its 
levy  limit  by  a  specific  dollar  amount  for  costs  that  the 
community  expects  to  continue  into  the  future. 

•  A  debt  exclusion  enables  a  community  temporar i ly  to  assess 
taxes  in  excess  of  its  levy  limit  to  pay  debt  service 
payments  (principal  and  interest)   for  a  bond  issued  for  a 
capital  project.     This  exclusion  remains  in  effect  for  the 
life  of  the  debt  only. 

•  A  capital  outlay  expenditure  exclusion  enables  a  community 
temporarily  to  assess  taxes  in  excess  of  its  levy  limit  to 
pay  for  the  cost  of  a  capital  project  for  which  there  is 

an  appropriation  in  a  particular  year.     This  exclusion  only 
affects  the  levy  limit  for  the  year  in  which  the  capital 
expenditure  is  made. 

This  report  describes  how  communities  have  used  these 
referenda  questions  to  increase  levy  capacity. 
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A  Report  on  Proposition  2  1/2  Referenda  Questions 
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Since  1982,   63%  of  Massachusetts  351  communities  —  a  total 
of  221  communities  —  have  attempted  at  least  one  of  the  three 
referenda  questions  (override,  debt  exclusion,  or  capital  outlay 
expenditure  exclusion).     A  total  of  174  communities  —  50%  of  all 
the  state's  municipalities  —  have  passed  at  least  one  of  these 
questions . 

Use  of  all  of  the  referenda  questions  has  been  increasing,  as 
more  communities  are  attempting  and  passing  referenda  question 
votes.     However,   it  appears  that  some  types  of  communities  are 
more  likely  than  others  to  attempt  and  pass  referenda. 


I.  OVERRIDES 

An  override  enables  a  community  permanently  to  increase  its 
levy  limit  by  a  specific  dollar  amount  for  costs  that  the 
community  expects  to  continue  into  the  future. 

Since  1982,   there  have  been  a  total  of  544  override  votes 
taken  by  149  communities  (42%  of  the  state's  municipalities).  251 
of  these  votes  have  passed;  293  of  these  votes  have  failed,   for  an 
overall  passage  rate  of  46%. 

26%  of  the  state's  communities  —  a  total  of  91  communities 
—  have  passed  at  least  one  override  vote. 

Communities  have  passed  a  total  of  $36.2  million  in  overrides 
from  FY83  through  FY89.     This  represents  less  than  1%  of  the 
statewide  levy  limit.     $23.3  million  in  overrides  were  added  in 
FY89  alone. 

Starting  in  FY87,  the  number  of  communities  attempting 
overrides,  the  number  of  overrides  attempted,  and  the  statewide 
dollar  amount  of  overrides  added  to  levy  limits  has  been 
increasing.     From  FY83  through  FY88,  the  success  rate  for  override 
votes  averaged  40%.     For  FY89  to  date,   the  override  success  rate 
is  65%. 


The  following  table  shows  total  override  votes  taken 
according  to  the  fiscal  year  in  which  these  were  to  take  effect, 
the  number  of  wins  and  losses  per  year,   and  the  rate  of  success 
per  year.

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Override  Purposes 


Fy89  was  the  first  year  for  which  override  votes  were 
affected  by  the  legislation  passed  in  July,   1987  requiring  that 
each  override  question  include  a  statement  of  purpose. 

The  majority  of  override  questions  placed  on  ballots  for  FY89 
fall  into  two  major  categories: 

Over  half  (55%)  of  the  questions  were  for  specific, 
individual  municipal  purposes,  such  as  "Stabilization  Fund"  or 
"Operating  the  Teen  Center  Program." 

These  questions  had  a  passage  rate  of  48%. 

One  third  (34%)  of  the  questions  were  for  municipal  operating 
expenses,  stated  generally  or  listing  municipal  functions  (such  as 
Public  Safety)  or  specific  departments. 

Examples  of  these  questions  include:   "Funding  a  portion  of 
the  operating  budget,"  "operating  a  transfer  station  and  paying 
for  the  increase  in  the  school  budget",   and  "Providing  for  the 
General  Administration,  Town  Committee,  Protection  of  Persons  and 
Property,  and  Schools." 

These  questions  had  a  passage  rate  of  85%. 

The  remaining  questions  fall  into  two  categories:  Votes 
specifically  for  school  purposes  (7%)  and  votes  for  solid  waste 
purposes  ( 4% ) . 

Questions  for  school  purposes  had  a  passage  rate  of  63%; 
those  for  solid  waste  purposes  were  all  successful. 

See  Sections  1  and  4  in  the  Appendix  for  data  on  overrides. 


II .      DEBT  EXCLUSIONS 

A  debt  exclusion  enables  a  community  temporarily  to  assess 

taxes  in  excess  of  its  levy  limit  in  order  to  pay  for  the  cost  of 

debt  service  payments  (annual  principal  and  interest)  for  a  bond 

issued  for  a  capital  project.     This  exclusion  remains  in  effect 
for  the  life  of  the  debt  only. 

Since  1982,   there  have  been  a  total  of  800  debt  exclusion 
votes  taken  by  51%  of  Massachusetts  communities  —  a  total  of  180 
communities.     598  of  these  votes  have  passed;  202  of  these  votes 
have  failed,  for  an  overall  passage  rate  of  75%. 

43%  of  all  the  state's  municipalities  —  a  total  of  150 
communities  —  have  passed  at  least  one  debt  exclusion  vote. 
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Communities  have  excluded  a  total  of  $158.5  million  through 
debt  exclusions  from  FY83  through  FY89. 

The  number  of  communities  attempting  debt  exclusions  and  the 
number  of  exclusions  attempted  have  increased  each  year  from  1983 
through  1987.  The  statewide  dollar  amount  of  debt  being  excluded 
has  increased  each  year  since  FY83. 

The  following  table  shows  total  debt  exclusion  votes  taken  by 
calendar  year,   the  number  of  wins  and  losses,  and  the  rate  of 
success  per  year.

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Debt  Exclusion  Purposes 


The  predominant  purposes  for  which  communities  have  voted  to 
exclude  debt  include  school,   land,  water,   and  sewer  projects.  The 
table  below  shows  the  percentage  of  total  debt  exclusion  votes 
and  the  purposes  of  these  votes.

III.   CAPITAL  OUTLAY  EXPENDITURE  EXCLUSIONS 

A  capital  outlay  expenditure  exclusion  enables  a  community 
temporarily  to  assess  taxes  in  excess  of  its  levy  limit  to  pay  for 
the  cost  of  a  capital  project  for  which  there  is  an  appropriation 
in  a  particular  year.     This  exclusion  only  affects  the  levy  limit 
for  the  year  in  which  the  capital  expenditure  is  made. 

Since  March  1987,   there  have  been  a  total  of  144  capital 
outlay  expenditure  exclusion  votes  taken  by  23  communities  —  7%  of 
the  state's  communities.     103  of  these  votes  have  passed;  41  of 
these  votes  have  failed,   for  an  overall  passage  rate  of  72%.     6%  of 
the  state's  municipalities  —  a  total  of  20  communities  —  have 
passed  at  least  one  capital  outlay  expenditure  exclusion  vote. 

Communities  have  excluded  a  total  of  $5.9  million  for  capital 
projects  from  FY88  through  FY89.

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IV.      COMMUNITY  CHARACTERISTICS 


What  kinds  of  communities  are  likely  to  attempt  Proposition 
2  1/2  referenda?    Where  are  referenda  likely  to  pass?  There 
are  significant  relationships  between  referenda  attempts  and 
approval  and  certain  community  characteristics.     (See  note  at  the 
end  of  this  section  for  detail  on  statistical  method.) 

First,  use  of  referenda  questions  has  been  limited  almost 
solely  to  communities  with  a  town  form  of  government.     Of  the 
Commonwealth's  39  cities,  only  one  has  attempted  an  override, 
which  passed,  while  three  have  attempted  debt  exclusions,   all  of 
which  failed.     The  analysis  which  follows  therefore  excludes 
cities  and  attempts  to  isolate  the  relationship  between  use  of 
overrides  and  particular  demographic  characteristics  in 
Massachusetts'   312  towns. 

Population 

It  has  frequently  been  observed  that  the  use  of  referenda 
questions  is  a  "small  town  phenomenon"  —  in  other  words,  that 
smaller  communities  are  more  likely  to  attempt  and  pass  referenda. 
In  fact,   there  is  a  statistically  significant  relationship  between 
population  size  and  referenda  votes,   a  relationship  that  holds 
true  for  both  overrides  and  exclusions. 

Overrides .     The  smaller  the  town,   the  more  likely  it  is  to 
attempt  an  override  vote  and  to  approve  it.     As  the  table  below 
shows,   69%  of  the  state's  smallest  towns   (under  2430  residents) 
have  attempted  overrides,   as  compared  to  only  24%  of  towns  in  the 
largest  population  category  (over  14,109  residents).  The 
difference  in  rates  of  passage  is  even  more  dramatic:   94%  of 
override  attempts  in  the  smallest  towns  have  passed,   as  compared 
to  32%  in  the  largest  towns.

Exclusions.    There  is  also  a  relationship,  though  less 
dramatic,  between  population  size  and  use  of  exclusions.  In 
particular,   there  is  a  strong  relationship  between  population  size 
and  success  rate,  with  a  less  marked  relationship  between 
population  and  attempts.

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Wealth 


Another  belief  is  that  the  use  of  referenda  qnePtions  is 
related  to  the  wealth  of  communities.     We  have  examined  the 
relationship  between  use  of  referenda  and  two  wealth  measures: 
Per  Capita  Income  and  Equalized  Valuation  Per  Capita,  a  measure  of 
property  wealth. 

Per  Capita  Income  —  Overrides,     While,  as  the  following 
table  shows,   towns  in  the  highest  income  group  are  the  most  likely 
to  attempt  override  votes,   there  is  no  statistically  significant 
relationship  between  per  capita  income  and  use  of  overrides.

Per  Capita  Income  —  Exclusions.     There  is  a  relationship 
between  income  and  exclusion  attempts,  with  towns  in  the  higher 
income  groups  more  likely  to  attempt  exclusions.     There  is  no 
apparent  relationship  between  income  and  success  rates.

EQV  Per  Capita  —  Overrides.     There  is  a  statistically 
significant  relationship  between  EQV  and  override  attempts  and 
passage.     As  the  table  below  shows,   towns  with  the  highest  EQV  per 
capita  are  significantly  more  likely  both  to  attempt  and  to  pass 
overrides  than  other  towns.

EQV  Per  Capita  —  Exclusions.     Towns  with  higher  EQV  per 
capita  are  also  more  likely  to  attempt  and  pass  exclusions,  with  a 
stronger  relationship  in  attempts  than  in  the  success  rate.

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Age 

Is  the  age  of  a  cominuni  ty '  s  population  relater^  to  its  use  of 
referenda  questions?     It  has  been  postulated  that  a  high 
proportion  of  elderly  residents  —  whose  tax  bills  are  generally 
high  relative  to  their  income  and  who  make  low  use  of  high-cost 
public  education  services  —  would  tend  to  weigh  against  referenda 
attempts.     Our  findings  show  that  communities  with  the  largest 
segment  of  their  populations  over  60  years  of  age  do  not  use 
overrides  any  more  or  less  than  other  communities  but  do  tend  to 
use  exclusions  less  than  other  communities. 


Overrides .    As  shown  in  the  figures  below,  the  percent  of  the 
population  over  60  is  not  statistically  significantly  related  to 
use  of  overrides.     Interestingly,  however,   in  towns  with  large 
elderly  populations  that  in  fact  attempt  overrides,   there  appears 
to  be  a  higher  passage  rate  than  in  other  towns.

Exclusions .     Larger  elderly  populations  do  seem  to  be 
statistically  related  to  lower  numbers  of  exclusion  attempts. 
However,   once  a  community  decides  to  attempt  an  exclusion,  the 
passage  rate  does  not  seem  to  be  related  to  population  age.  As 
discussed  earlier,   school  debt  is  the  purpose  for  which  exclusions 
are  most  often  voted.

Public  School  Enrollment 


Is  the  level  of  enrollment  in  the  community's  public  schools 
associated  with  the  use  of  referenda  questions?    A  city  or  town's 
education  system  represents  a  significant  and  relatively  high-cost 
public  service.     The  need  for  additional  school  spending  is 
frequently  the  driving  force  behind  override  and  exclusion 
attempts.     Yet  not  all  voters  have  children  in  the  public  schools, 
with  the  use  of  private  and  parochial  alternatives  varying  widely 
by  community.     It  has  been  thought  that  where  more  voters  feel 
they  benefit  from  the  public  school  system,   they  will  be  more 
likely  to  support  increases  in  local  spending  resulting  from 
referenda  than  in  communities  where  public  education  is  less 
widely  used. 
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Our  findings,  however,  do  not  support  this  assumption. 
Public  school  enrollment  per  capita  does  not  appear  to  be  related 
to  attempts  or  successes  of  either  overrides  or  exclusions,  as 
shown  below.

Kind  of  Community 

To  characterize  the  types  of  communities  that  have  made  the 
greatest  use  of  referenda  questions,  we  correlated  referenda 
attempts  and  successes  with  communities  as  classified  by  the 
Department  of  Education's  "Kind  of  Community"  classification. 
This  showed  a  statistically  significant  relationship  between 
community  type  and  use  of  referenda,  as  described  below.  (NOTE: 
In  this  analysis,  unlike  those  above,  cities  are  included  as  part 
of  the  Urbanized  Centers  category. ) 

Overrides .     Community  types  differ  widely  in  their  use  of 
overrides.     Only  4%  of  urbanized  centers  (2  communities)  have 
attempted  overrides,  with  one  passing.     At  the  other  end  of  the 
spectrum,   78%  of  resort/retirement/artistic  communities  have 
attempted  at  least  one  override,  with  each  of  these  communities 
(100%)  passing  at  least  one  override.     Over  60%  of  residential 
suburbs  and  small  rural  communities  have  attempted  overrides,  as 
have  roughly  half  of  growth  communities.     In  contrast, 
economically  developed  suburbs  and  rural  economic  centers  have 
attempted  far  fewer  overrides.

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Exclusions .     There  is  also  a  statistically  significant 
relationship  between  Kind  of  Community  and  use  of  exclusions.  As 
with  overrides,  urbanized  centers  attempted  and  passed  the  fewest 
exclusions,   and  resort/retirement/artistic  communities  attempted 
and  passed  the  highest  percentages.     Also,   over  70%  of  both  growth 
communities  and  residential  suburbs  attempted  exclusions,  with 
high  success  rates.
